A newly-assembled group of local 
health care professionals seeks to im- 
prove medical treatment in Morgan 
County, with input from various local 
agencies and officials. 

The Appalachian Foothills Network, 
initiated by Morgan County ARH Com- 
munity CEO Tim Hatfield in October 
2006, is a cooperative effort of the Ken- 
tucky Hospital Association, the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky Center for Rural Health 
and ARH. 

Hatfield, who serves as network 
chairman, said the goal is to “pool local 
resources together” efficiently to help 
the community. “There are several 
groups involved with this network, and 
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we plan to help each organization move 
forward through strategic planning,” 
Hatfield said. 

Those organizations include ARH, 
ARH Home Health, Morgan County 
Extension Service, Morgan County 
EMS, Morgan County Health Center and 
West Liberty Nursing and Rehabilitation 
Center, with Mayor Bob Nickell and 
Judge Executive Tim Conley, who 
serves as vice chair, representing the city 
and county.

refused, addressed the committee. 

(Whitt’s offer was denied by the 
board, according to state statute because 
Wrigley is not in the demographic cen- 
ter for all students who would attend the 
new school. Commonwealth regulations 
also state a school cannot be built for 
less than 300 students.) 

“My father’s offer of $300,000 still 
stands,” Lewis said. “He wants to save 
the taxpayers of Morgan County a con- 
siderable amount of money with this do- 
nation. It seems accepting this offer 
would be best for everyone.” 

Lewis also voiced concerns regard- 
ing a rumor that the new school north of 
West Liberty would not include a gym- 
nasium. 

“I had heard there might not be a gym 
and I wanted to address that issue,” 
Lewis said. “Every school should have 
a gym. What are our kids supposed to 
do if this is true? Lie down beside their 
desks everyday to do sit-ups?” 

Board Chairman Marshall Jenkins, 
who served as forum facilitator, ex- 
plained the committee could not respond 
to inquiries during the meeting. 

“This forum is not set up as a ques- 
tion and answer session,” Jenkins said. 
“The committee cannot directly answer 
questions at this time, but will take all 
comments into consideration. Anyone 
who wishes to address us is invited to 
do so.” 

Wrigley parent Burman Fields dis- 
cussed future upgrades to WLES. 

“The board is planning for WLES to 
be central office headquarters eventu- 
ally,” Fields said. “Will there be any im- 
provements before then? There are a lot 
of maintenance issues that need to be ad-

FRANKFORT — Does any- 
one remember a couple of months 
ago when some Democrats were 
grousing about a group of party 
leaders and elected officials try- 
ing to hand pick the party’s gu- 
bernatorial nominee to take on 
Republican Gov. Ernie Fletcher in 
November? 

A good number of those same 
party leaders and elected officials 
now are among the seven slates 
running in the Democrat guber- 
natorial primary in May. 

When the early favorites to run 
against Fletcher — Sixth District 
U.S. rep. Ben Chandler, Louis- 
ville Mayor Jerry Abramson and 
State Auditor Crit Luallen — re- 
jected making the race, the temp- 
tation to roll the dice was simply 
too much for the rest of the field 
or, as some call it, “the second 
tier” of candidates. 

So we have two former lieu- 
tenant governors who lost previ- 
ous efforts to win the top spot 
( Steve Beshear and Steve Henry), 
the speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives (Jody Richards), the 
incumbent state treasurer 
(Jonathan Miller), a demolition 
contractor (Otis Hensley), a mil- 
lionaire Louisville businessman 
(Bruce Lunsford) and, if it’s time 
to elect a new governor, Lexing- 
ton attorney Gatewood Galbraith. 

With Lletcher’s abysmal pub- 
lic approval polls and his own 
serious opposition in the Repub- 
lican primary, those Democrat 
candidates simply could not pass 
on the opportunity to try to be the 
one to take on the perhaps mor- 
tally wounded incumbent. Or, for 
that matter, either of Lletcher’s 
opponents, barely-known (de- 
spite $2+ million spent on televi- 
sion ads so far) Paducah business- 
man Billy Harper or former U.S. 
Rep. Anne Northup following 
closely on her own election de- 
feat in November. 

But it would be a mistake for 
Northup, Harper and all those 
Democrats running to overlook 
the immense powers that Lletcher 
has as governor in the coming 
primary and general election 
campaigns. 

He’s been popping up here, 
there and everywhere handing out 
oversized checks for local com- 
munity and road projects. He’s 
been all over the place touting the 



excess budget revenues available 
and asking for public advice on 
how it should be spent. And just 
as the final papers were being 
filed here last week by his oppo- 
nents, Lletcher was in Louisville 
greeting Kentucky soldiers re- 
turning from Iraq with a promise 
to relieve them and all other regu- 
lar and reserve troops of having 
to pay state income taxes on their 
military pay. 

And none of Lletcher’s oppo- 
nents will point out that the $18 
million a year cost of that really 
generous gesture is reckless when 
the excess budget revenue esti- 
mate has been cut by about $100 
million, the retirement systems 
for state employees and teachers 
are billions in arrears and the cur- 
rent budget balances on $300 mil- 
lion borrowed from the Teachers’ 
Retirement System that must be 
repaid. 

Indeed, that $18 million is 
generally what the two guberna- 
torial primaries may end up cost- 
ing if they don’t cost more. 

Harper already has spent more 
than $2 million. Lunsford has 
started his campaign with $2 mil- 
lion of his own money, and he 
says he’ll spend what’s necessary. 
(Lunsford spent $8 million of his 
own money in 2003 before with- 
drawing days before the primary.) 

If all the serious campaigns 
spend only $2 million each, 
we”re up to $16 million without 
Harper spending another dime. 
The actual cost of the Republican 
and Democrat primaries likely 
will exceed $20 million. 

After that, of course, the real 
spending begins for both parties 
in the November election. 

Before the year is out, even 
Republicans may wish they 
hadn’t tossed overboard spending 
limits and partial public financ- 
ing of gubernatorial elections, and 
Democrats may wish they hadn’t 
rolled over so easily and let it 
happen. 

In the meantime, anyone and 
everyone who ever got their 
names on a party list of contribu- 
tors, however small, should ex- 
pect the solicitations to begin and 
the phones to start ringing. 

Out of the nine candidates run- 
ning for governor, only two can 
afford the freight. The rest of 
them, including the incumbent, 
need big money and they needed 
it last week.

dressed soon. What about the 
three years my kid has to go to 
school here?” 

WLES parent Kelly Howard 
also voiced concerns school 
maintenance after seeing safety 
hazards in a full-page advertise- 
ment placed by Facilities Com- 
mittee Member Derrick Whitt in 
the Jan. 18 edition of The Lick- 
ing Valley Courier. 

“My son recently slipped and 
fell in the boys’ bathroom because 
there was water on the floor,” 
Howard said. “He cut his mouth 
when he hit the urinal. I became 
concerned after I saw the picture 
of the urinal in the paper, and I 
am worried other kids might be 
hurt. I suggest installing bath- 
room monitors to ensure this does 
not happen again.” 

Wrigley PTO President Erica 
Blevins also addressed issues 
raised in the advertisement. 

“When I saw the pictures I 
could not believe kids are going 
to a school where there is tape on 
the windows,” Blevins said. “And 
what about the asbestos? Nobody 
had heard of this until pictures of 
it were published in the paper. I’m 
not blaming the janitors; their 
hands are tied. But this school 
needs a good scrubbing by people 
who are qualified to handle these 
problems. There are a lot of health 
risks involved and that is uncalled 
for.” 

Blevins also expressed con- 
cerns. 

“I am a taxpayer,” Blevins 
said. “I want my kids to go to a 
good school. How much money 
does it take to fix a hole in the 
wall? We don't need to let our 
schools run down like this.” 

Lollowing the public forum, 
the committee held a planning 
session in which they heard facil- 
ity reports on each school in the 
district from architect Mike Etpa. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold, a non-voting commit- 
tee member, said no action was 
taken. 

“The committee primarily lis- 
tened and asked questions,” Gold 



said. “Next we will be formulat- 
ing priorities for our proposal, 
which we will send to the state 
for approval before presenting it 
to board members at a later date.”

sion to improve health and well- 
being of local communities 
through collaborative partner- 
ships at their Jan. 12 meeting. 

“We are working not only with 
health care organizations, but also 
local government,” Hatfield said. 
“Our goal is to keep from dupli- 
cating services to better serve the 
people of this county. If several 
groups are offering the same ser- 
vices, we cannot serve our pa- 
tients as efficiently. The network 
wants to see many different 
groups providing a variety of ser- 
vices instead.” 

Hatfield said he hopes the 
group will eventually obtain 
grants for those services. 

“We are currently working 
with UK to get our group up and 
running,” Hatfield said. “Prepa- 
rations need to be made before we 
can apply for our first grant. We 



have had good meetings, but we 
are still laying the groundwork at 
this time.” 

That groundwork also in- 
cludes public participation. 

“Anyone can attend these 
meetings,” Hatfield said. “This 
group will shape health care in 
Morgan County for years to 
come, and we want citizens to 
take an active role in that. The 
public can provide valuable in- 
sight to our program.” 

Hatfield said the network is 
modeled after similar networks 
throughout the state, particularly 
the Kentucky River Health Net- 
work covering Breathitt, Estill, 
Jackson, Lee, Owsley, Powell and 
Wolfe counties. 

“We hope we can be as suc- 
cessful as the Kentucky River 
Health Network,” Hatfield said. 
“Hopefully we can add more 
counties to our network in the fu- 



ture. We would like to expand into 
a regional health network after we 
further establish ourselves at 
home.” 

Network members heard pre- 
sentations from health care pro- 
fessionals Larry Allen, Jahnna 
Lane and Bobby Ratliff on how 
their agencies can help with the 
establishment process through 
various modes at the Jan. 12 
meeting. 

“This network holds a lot of 
opportunities,” Hatfield said. “It 
gives us the chance to address 
health issues affecting Morgan 
Countians, and to discuss how to 
meet their needs. We look for- 
ward to initiating positive change 
throughout the community.” 

Upcoming meeting dates for 
the Appalachian Loothills Health 
Network are Lriday, Leb. 16, Fri- 
day, March 9, Thursday, April 12 
and Friday, May 11, from 1 1 a.m.- 
1 p.m. at the Community Center.

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Free child safety 
seat inspections 
in W.L. Feb. 13 

JACKSON, Ky. — As part of 
Kentucky’s observance of Child 
Passenger Safety Month, the 
Transportation Cabinet’s Drive 
Smart program is sponsoring free 
child safety seat inspections in 26 
cities across the state. 

In District 10 of the Depart- 
ment of Highways, inspection 
locations include Beattyville and 
West Liberty. Inspections will be 
held on Tuesday, Feb. 13, from 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. at the Morgan 
County State Highway Mainte- 
nance Garage on Ky. 191, and on 
Wednesday, Feb. 28, from 10 
a.m. to 1 p.m. at the Beattyville- 
Lee County Fire Department on 
Ky. 11 north. 

District 10 includes the coun- 
ties of Breathitt, Estill, Lee, 
Magoffin, Menifee, Morgan, 
Owsley, Perry, Powell and Wolfe. 
Other inspection locations in 
counties adjacent to District 10 
are Mt. Sterling, Paintsville, 
Richmond and Hyden. 

Certified child safety seat ex- 
perts will inspect the seats for 
proper installation, and will also 
provide child passenger safety 
tips that parents can use to make 
sure their children are safe when- 
ever they ride in a motor vehicle. 

“Kentucky law requires chil- 
dren 40 inches tall or less to be 
restrained in a federally approved 
car seat,” said Ron Easter, Drive 
Smart coordinator for District 10. 
“However, statistics show that 
more than 90 percent of the child 
safety seats in use in the United 
States are installed incorrectly. A 
properly installed child safety 
seat can significantly reduce the 
odds of a child being killed or 
seriously injured in an automo- 
bile accident. That’s why we want 
to make sure that parents use their 
seats in the correct manner to 
ensure the safety of their chil- 
dren.” 

The inspections are free and 
include instruction on the proper 
installation techniques. Partici- 
pants should allow approxi- 
mately 20 minutes per seat. 

National Child Passenger 
Safety Week is observed each 
year during the week of 
Valentine’s Day. This year the 
week-long national observance is 
Feb. 12-18. Kentucky extends the 
observance to a full month in or- 
der to more completely spread the 
child passenger safety message.

State Economic Development 
Secretary Gene Strong’s recent 
retirement has many of us pon- 
dering Kentucky’s future busi- 
ness environment. During 
Strong’s tenure, Kentucky devel- 
oped a promising manufacturing 
sector, a growing service sector, 
and a fledgling knowledge sec- 
tor, all of which employ hundreds 
of thousands of Kentuckians. 
Many of these businesses 
strengthen our Commonwealth. 
They empower us by making 
substantial investments in our 
communities, providing strong 
wages and benefits to employees, 
creating opportunities for other 
businesses to share in their pros- 
perity, producing highly re- 
spected goods and services, and 
supplying a strong source of tax 
revenue.

Unfortunately, these circum- 
stances are not imaginary.

terests of casinos and a few su- 
per-wealthy individuals, interests 
that undermine progressive com- 
munities that seek to strengthen 
their citizens, businesses, organi- 
zations and governments.

Dist. Cost Share 
Pgm. announced 

The Morgan County Conser- 
vation District will be accepting 
requests for cost share funding 
under the Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program beginning February 1 
and extending through February 
28, 2007. 

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program was in 1994 created by 
the Kentucky General Assembly 
to help agricultural and silvicul- 
ture operations protect the soil 
and water resources of the Com- 
monwealth. This financial and 
technical assistance program as- 
sists individual agriculture pro- 
ducers in the development and 
implementation of their agricul- 
ture water quality plans, which are 
required under state law. Any per- 
son engaged in agricultural or sil- 
viculture operations is eligible to 
apply through the local conserva- 
tion district, which oversees the 
installation of best management 
practices. The State Cost Share 
program gives a high priority to 
animal waste related problems 
and agricultural district partici- 
pants where pollution problems 
have been identified. The best 
management practices, approved 
through the State Cost Share Pro- 
gram, help reduce animal waste 
nutrients, prevent the loss of top- 
soil, and minimize sediment and 
other pollutants to Kentucky’s 
streams, rivers, lakes and ground- 
water supplies. Among the eigh- 
teen practices eligible under the 
State Cost Share Program, some 
of the most frequently installed 
practices are Agricultural Waste 
Control Facility, Heavy Use Area 
Protection, Rotational Grazing 
System Establishment, Stream 
Crossing, and Streambank Stabi- 
lization. Please contact your lo- 
cal conservation district office for 
details on all eligible practices. In 
the first twelve years of this pro- 
gram, the Division of Conserva- 
tion has received 2 1 ,465 applica- 
tions seeking $214 million in cost 
share assistance. Based on the 
available funds to the program in 
each of these years, 7,725 of those 
applications have been approved 
for a total of $82.5 million. 

Funding for practices will be 
approved by the Soil and Water 
Conservation Commission and 
the Kentucky Division of Conser- 
vation, located in Frankfort, as 
funds are available. Approved 
applicants will be notified in July 
of 2007 and they will have 12 
months to complete their practice.

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Large field of candidates 
could force runoff election 



Winter Weather safety tips 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
long list of gubernatorial candi- 
dates could result in a third elec- 
tion this year. Secretary of State 
Trey Grayson said a runoff elec- 
tion will be required if no one 
gets more than 40 percent of their 
party’s vote in the May primary 
election. 

The provision for a runoff 
election has been on the books 
since 1992 but has never been 
used. But he said the provision 
stands a chance of being trig- 
gered for the first time next year 
if the field of potential candidates 
doesn’t dwindle and the vote is 
split between numerous candi- 
dates. 

Democrats 

Beshear-Mongiardo: Former 
Lt. Gov. Steve Beshear served 
under Gov. Martha Layne Collins 
in the 1980s. Dr. Dan Mongiardo, 
of Hazard, is a state senator who 
nearly knocked off US Sen. Jim 
Bunning in 2004. 

Henry-True: Former Lt. Gov. 
Steve Henry will enter the race 
with Renee True (Fayette County 
PVA) as his running mate. 

Miller-Maze: Jonathan Miller 
is term-limited and cannot seek 
a third term as state treasurer and 
has chosen to run for governor. 
Irv Maze is the Jefferson County 
Attorney. 

Richards-Brown: Jody 

Richards is the Speaker of the 
House, and former State Trea- 
surer John Y Brown III is a 
former state senator. 

Lunsford-Stumbo: Bruce 
Lunsford is in the race again. 
Lunsford ran in 2003 but dropped 
out shortly before the election 
and supported Jody Richards. 
Greg Stumbo is the current attor- 
ney general. 

Republicans 

Fletcher-Rudolph: Gov. 
Ernie Flecther is running for re- 
election with Robbie Rudolph, a 
tire salesman from Murray. 

Harper-Wilson: While AMP 
knows nothing about Dick Wil- 
son other than his first name and 
that he is from Paducah, as is 
Billy Harper is a successful busi- 
nessman from Paducah. His run- 
ning mae is Dick Wilson, also of 
Paducah. 

Northup-Hoover: Five-term 
Congresswoman (defeated in 
Nov. 2006) Anne Northup, of 
Louisville will be running with 
state House Minority Leader Jeff 
Hoover, of Jamestown. 

Conducting a runoff election 
could cost as much as $5 million. 



said Les Fugate, spokesman for 
the secretary of state. He said 
county governments could have 
to shoulder up to $3 million of 
that cost and the state up to $2 
million. 

Under state law, the runoff 
election would be held 35 days 
after the primary election. 

Lawmakers included no 
money in the current budget spe- 
cifically to pay the state’s share 
of the cost for a runoff election, 
but because it would be consid- 
ered a necessary government ex- 
pense, it would be paid for. 

State Sen. Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown, chairman of the 
State and Local Government 
Committee, said he doesn't favor 
repealing the runoff provision, at 
least not when the General As- 
sembly convenes early next year. 

“I would be very reluctant to 
pursue changing the law in the 
middle of an election campaign,” 
he said. If this is something 
people wanted to change, it 
should have been been done ear- 
lier by the legislature, he said. 

Sarah Jackson, executive di- 
rector of the Kentucky Registry 
of Election Finance, said candi- 
dates would be able to begin 
fundraising anew for a runoff 
election and again for the general 
election.

ing items in your vehicle: blan- 
kets, flashlight, high calorie non- 
perishable food, jumper cables, 
tow rope, shovel, sack of sand, 
and a windshield scraper. Keep 
your gas tank near full to avoid 
ice in the tank and fuel lines. 
Check the latest weather reports 
before you travel. Try not to 
travel alone, and let someone 
know your timetable and primary 
and alternate routes. 

If a snowstorm traps you in 
your car, do no panic. Stay with 
your vehicle. Run the heater 
about 10 minutes each hour, and 
keep the exhaust pipe clear of 
snow. Open the window a little 
for fresh air to avoid carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. Make yourself 
visible to rescuers by turning the 
dome light on at night when run- 
ning the engine. Tie a brightly 
colored cloth to the antenna or 
door. Exercise from time to time 
by vigorously moving your arms 
and legs to keep blood circulat- 
ing, and to stay warm. 



Whether at home or traveling, 
always dress to fit the season. 
When going outside wear loose 
fitting, warm clothing in several 
layers. Layers can be removed to 
avoid perspiration and subse- 
quent chill. Outer garments 
should be tightly woven, water 
repellent, and hooded. Since half 
your body’s heat loss can be from 
the head, it is important to wear 
a hat or hood. Also, always be 
sure to wear mittens and gloves.

Monitor 
NOAA All-Hazards Weather Ra- 
dio, commercial radio, and tele- 
vision for the latest winter 
weather watches, warnings, and 
advisories. Be prepared before a 
winter storm strikes, and stay 
safe this coming winter season.

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Experts said lake should be lowered 
more than Corps plans; data secret 



“An outside group of engi- 
neers recommended a much more 
drastic lowering of Lake 
Cumberland than the 10-foot drop 
the Army Corps of Engineers be- 
gan late in January. According to 
James Bruggers of The Courier- 
Journal, those experts backed 
lowering the lake level an addi- 
tional 30 to 70 feet to take pres- 
sure off the leaky Wolf Creek 
Dam as a safety precaution, a se- 
nior Corps official said. 

The manager of a Corps 
project to fix the Southern Ken- 
tucky dam told Bruggers that low- 
ering the water level an additional 
10 feet, to 43 feet below summer 
pool, would still protect the pub- 
lic — and that was the Corps’ 
main concern. But he also cited 
many other reasons: Water in- 
takes would be left high and dry, 
power generation would be re- 
duced, and some species of fish 
in the lake could almost die out. 
Also, recreational boating by mil- 
lions of visitors, important to the 
local economy, would be further 
limited. 

Citing concerns about terror- 
ism, Corps officials refused to tell 
the Louisville newspaper what 



of an assessment the experts re- 
viewed, which said the dam was 
among the six riskiest in the na- 
tion. The Corps also refused to 
release “copies of the reports of 
major inspections that are sup- 
posed to occur every five years, 
the dam’s emergency action plan, 
and maps that show how commu- 
nities would be flooded should 
the dam break under the worst 
conditions,” Bruggers reports. A 
Corps spokesman in Nashville, 
Tenn., told Bruggers his office 
was trying to obtain some of the 
information the newspaper re- 
quested, but security officials at 
corps headquarters “are pretty 
tough.” 

The dam is leaking through 
channels in the limestone under 
its earthen section. Around 1940, 
when the Corps moved the dam 
site several miles downstream 
from its original location near 
Wolf Creek, local residents “tried 
to tell the ‘educated” engineers 
that the location would never 
work. There were underlying 
springs, and the ground was not 
suitable,” C-J reader Diana 
Dalton of Rineyville, Ky., wrote 
in a letter to the Courier-Journal. 



Columbia 
Gas asks for 
rate increase 

Columbia Gas of Kentucky 
has asked the state Public Service 
Commission for an increase in its 
base delivery rates. If approved, 
the average residential 
customer’s monthly bill would 
increase by about $7. The raise 
would increase would boost Co- 
lumbia Gas by about $12.6 mil- 
lion, or close to 8 percent. 

Columbia Gas serves custom- 
ers in 3 1 counties in Central and 
Eastern Kentucky, 

“We have to continually make 
repairs to old pipelines and invest 
in new capital to serve new areas 
of town in order to serve the cus- 
tomers that we have and hope to 
have,” said spokeswoman Lisa 
Smith. 

If approved, the change in 
rates would be the first since 2003 
when Columbia Gas’ rates de- 
creased by $7.8 million, though 
the utility had initially asked the 
PSC to increase its rates by $2.5 
million. 

The PSC has 10 months to rule 



on the proposed rates. If it does 
not act in that time, the rates go 
into effect as requested. 

After five months from the 
proposed effective date, a utility 
can implement its rates, but if the 
PSC eventually rules against the 
rate increase or doesn’t allow as 
high an increase as requested, 
utilities have to refund the extra 
money they collected plus inter- 
est. 

Columbia Gas’ proposed 
changes only affect the delivery 
charges that customers pay and 
not the cost of the gas itself, 
which is updated every quarter 
and passed along to customers at 
the same cost Columbia Gas pays. 

Columbia Gas has also filed its 
proposed quarterly gas cost ad- 



justment with the PSC, estimat- 
ing its costs for three months be- 
ginning March 1 . 

Under the proposal, the ex- 
pected natural gas cost would de- 
crease 98.81 cents per mcf, or 
thousand cubic feet, from 
$10.0922 to $9.1041. This cost 
applies to customers who in the 
last 12 months have purchased 
gas from another supplier under 
Columbia’s Customer Choice 
program. 

People who were Columbia 
Gas customers a year ago will see 
an even larger decrease in their 
gas costs, because the utility over- 
estimated its costs last year. These 
customers will pay $6.3234 per 
Mcf, pending PSC approval, 
down $2,112 from $8.4354.

Dear Parents/Guardians: 

This report card for the 2005 - 2006 school year contains important information about our district, including details about our academic performance, teacher 
qualifications, learning environment, and more. For a more detailed look at our district, please contact us to see our Expanded Report Card. 

About Our District: 

Morgan County currently has 5 elementary schools (K-5), one middle school (6-8), and one high school (9-12). Each school is led by a Site-Based Decision 
Making (SBDM) Council made up of the principal, 3 teachers elected by the teaching staff, and 2 parents elected by the parent population. Morgan Central 
Elementary will open in August 2007, replacing Cannel City Elementary and taking some students from West Liberty Elementary. The school district employs 
190 certified and 201 classified staff to provide optimal learning opportunities for all students. The district curriculum adhers to state and national standards and 
sets high expectations for all students and staff. As a district, we put forth every effort to build the capacity for all students to be successful and to become 
lifelong learners. Morgan County has been recognized as ranking in the top one-third of Kentucky's 176 public school districts with improvement in the 
Commonwealth Accountability Testing System. 



How Our District Ensures Educational Equity : 

The Morgan County School District consciously and continuously strives to ensure educational equity for all students. A district curriculum, aligned with state 
and national standards and the Kentucky Program of Studies, is accessible to all students. Student performance data is continuously disaggregated to identify 
content area and population subgroup achievement gaps. Teacher trainings for addressing the performance gaps found are offered to all staff. Extracurricular 
opportunities, including student clubs, sports programs, etc. are reviewed frequently to ensure equitable accessibility and offerings to all students. Equity is a 
major component in the Comprehensive District Improvement Plan, and each SBDM Council is required to include equity in the Comprehensive School 
Improvement Plan. A district equity committee is in place to receive, review and resolve any equity issues appealed throughout the district. 



How We Are Doin 



Kentucky uses the Commonwealth Accountability Testing System (CATS) to hold schools accountable for student progress. CATS has three parts: the Kentucky 
Core Content Tests, the national Comprehensive Test of Basic Skills (CTBS), and other measures, including attendance, retention and dropout rates. These 
elements make up a school’s CATS Performance Score for every two-year period. The goal is that by 2014 nearly all students will score proficient or 
distinguished. 

Kentucky Core Content Tests: 

Kentucky’s tests rate student performance as either Novice, Apprentice, Proficient, or Distinguished. These categories translate into a scale of 0-140, with 100 
being considered proficient. This chart compares our school’s performance with the schools in our district and throughout Kentucky. 
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National Norm Referenced Test: 

The national norm referenced test used in Kentucky, the CTBS, allows us to compare the basic skills of our students with national benchmarks established in 
1996. These scores are reported in percentiles, or the percentage of students who fell below a particular score on the test. For example, “60%ile” indicates that 
the average student in our school scored equal to or better than 60 percent of all students across the nation who took the test. 
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Teacher Qualifications 

The preparation and experience of our teachers also is important to our success. These numbers do not include administrators, guidance counselors, or library

The ACT is America’s most widely accepted college entrance exam. It assesses high school students’ general educational development and their ability to 
complete college-level work.The multiple-choice tests cover four skill areas: English, mathematics, reading, and science. All Kentucky juniors are required to 
take the ACT, beginning in the 2007-2008 school year, because of an action of the 2006 Kentucky Legislature. This chart shows our schools progress on the 
ACT over the past five years.

Sometimes It Pays 
To Be Late 

The early bird always catches 
the worm, or so they say. But 
with a little planning and pa- 
tience, sometimes it pays to be 
late. If you are nearing your full 
retirement age and are wonder- 
ing whether you should apply for 
Social Security benefits, you may 
want to consider this: you could 
receive more money each month 
through delayed retirement cred- 
its by waiting to collect benefits. 

For example, if you were born 
between 1943 and 1954, your full 
retirement age is 66. This means 
that if you start receiving benefits 
at age 66, you will get 1 00 per- 
cent of your monthly benefit. 
However, if you delay receiving 
retirement benefits until after 
your full retirement age, your 
monthly benefit continues to in- 
crease. For example, the yearly 
rate of income in Social Security 
retirement benefits for anyone 
born after 1943 is 8 percent. This 
8 percent increase compares fa- 
vorably with current average in- 
terest earnings rates on bank sav- 
ings accounts. 

Of course, the total benefits 
increase you would receive 
would depend on the number of 
months you delay the start of 
your retirement benefits. 



•At age 67, you would get 108 
percent of the monthly retirement 
benefit because you delayed get- 
ting benefits for 12 months; and 

•At age 70, you would get 132 
percent of the monthly benefit 
because you delayed getting ben- 
efits for 48 months. 

When you reach age 70, your 
monthly benefit stops increasing, 
even if you continue to delay re- 
ceiving benefits. And once you 
reach full retirement age, your 
income does not affect your So- 
cial Security benefits. So, in 
other words, there is no addi- 
tional advantage to putting off 
benefits once you’ve reached age 
70. 

It is also important to remem- 
ber that each additional year you 
work adds another year of earn- 
ings to your Social Security 
record. Higher lifetime earnings 
may mean higher benefits when 
you retire. 

If you are considering post- 
poning retirement for financial or 
other reasons. Social Security has 
a couple of handy online calcu- 
lators that can quickly give you 
an idea of how much extra money 
you could expect by working be- 
yond your full retirement age.
